New Tonk, Feb. 4. 
HE sad events of the 
last few days at Wash- 
ington, Including the 
sad loss of the Biaine 
family and the more 
tragic affliction to the 
home of Secretary 
Tracy, dimmed con- 
siderably the celebra- 
tion of tne Centennial 
ofthe Federal Judic- 
lary that was inaugurated this morning. The 
weather, too, seemed designed to cast an 
additional gloom over the great affair, for, as 
the morning passed away, a disagreeable rain 
set in, growing heavier as the bour 
for the exercises approached. The attend 
ance at the Merary exercises in the 
Metropolitan Opera-house was the most 
noted that ever filled the magnificent bulld- 
ing. Distributed about the galleries were 
banners and shields baaring the coats of arms 
ofthe various States in the Union. The in- 
terior ofthe bullaing was otherwise elabor- 
ately decorated. On tire right of the stage, 
in the front row, were seated the members of 
the United States Supreme Court, Chief 
Justice Fuller being directly beside ex- Pres- 
dent Grover. Cleveland, who presided. 
Others seated on the stage included ex-Justice 
William Strong, Senator Evarts, T. J. J. 
Semmes of New Orleans, Gen. Wm. T. Sher- 
man, Noah Davis, Chauncey M. Depew, W. 
W. Astor, Charies F. Daly and David Dudley 
Field. 
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Chief Justice Fuller. 

While the. distinguished gathering were 
leaving carriages atthedoor and filling thé 
seats until there was standing room only, 
the Grand Symphony orchestra played the 
**Coronation March, the overture from 
**‘Zampa’’ and the ‘‘American Fantasie.’’ 
Whenjthe last airhad been played, ex-Pres!i- 
dent Cleveland stepped forward. He was 
cheered to the echo, and it was some mo- 
ments before he could speak. Bowing his 
acknowledgments and expressing his appre- 
clation of the generous welcome accorded 


him, Mr. Cleveland began his speech.

PRAYER BY DR. DIX. 

The Rev. Dr. Morgan Dix of Trinity Church 
followed the ex- President, and the audience 
rose and stood with bowed heads while the 
reverend gentleman made the invocation. He 
prayed that the Federal bench would be given 
grace and Divine assistance to carry on 
the second century of its existence as 
justly as its first had been, ever 
rendering judgment that is ever just. In 
closing, Mr. Dix made allusion to the afflic- 
tion that had been met by Secretaries Tracy 
and Blaine, and prayed that they might be 
aided to bear their loss. 

Ex-Jadge Wm. H. Arnoux, Chairman of the 
Judiciary Centennial Committee of the New 
York State Bar Association, next delivered a 
brief address of welcome to the court 
whose members sat in their black robes and 
paid strict attention. 

The principal address of the day toilowed. 
It was on ‘‘the origin of the Supreme Court of 
the United States and its piace in the VConsti- 
tution,’’ and the delivery was by the veteran 
lawyer, William Allen Butler, LL. D. His re- 
marks were frequently interrupted by gener- 
ous applause. 

Selections from ‘‘Aida’’ by the orchestra 
followed the address of Mr. Butler. 

The next address was made by Hon. Edward 
J. Phelps of New York, on The Supreme 
Court and the Soveregnty of, the People. 
This was responded to by Justice Field on be- 
half of the Court.

The unobtrusive labors of such 

a department, the simplicity of its proceed- 

ings, unaccompanied by pomp or retinue and 

the small number of persons composing it 

have caused it to escape rather than to attract 
popular attention and app!/ause. 

This celebration had its inspiration in a 
profound reverence for the Constitution of 
the United States as the sure and only means 
of preserving the Union with ite inestimable 
biessings and the conviction that this 
tribunal has materially contributed to its just 
appreciation and to a ready obedience to its 
authority. For that constitution the deepest 
reverence may weill be entertained. Its adop- 
tlon was essential to that dual government by 
which alone free institutions can be main- 
tained in a country so widely extended as 
ours, embracing every variety of climate, 
furnishing different products, supporting 
different industries and having in different 
sections 1 — ofdifferent habits and pur- 
—— and in many cases of different religious 

aiths. 

„Ot this a government, of its origin 
and operation, [may be pardoned if I say a 
word before speaking of ite judicial depart- 
ment and of the peculiar functions which dis- 
tinguish itfrom the jadicial departments of all 
amet 209 ae and before speaking of the 
necessity of legisiation, that its tribunal of 
last resort may be as useful in the future as 
we believe it has beenin the past. Experi- 
ence has shown that in a country of great 
territorial extent aud varied interests, peace 
and lasting prosperity can exist with a civil- 
ized people only when local affairs are con- 
trolled by local authority and at the same time 
there are lodged in the general government 
of the country such sovereign powers as will 
enable it to regulate the intercouse of its 
people with foreign nations and between the 
several communities, protect them in all their 
rights in such intercourse,defend the country 
against invasion and domestic violence and 
maintain the supremacy of the laws through- 
out its whole domain. This principle the 
framers of the constitution acted upon in 
establishing the Government ofthe Union by 
leaving unimpaired the power of the States to 
control all matters of local interest and 
creating 4 new Government of 
sovereign owers for matters of 
general an national concern. The 
thus succeeded in reconciling local  self- 

overnment or home rule, as 
1 termed, with the exercise of 
national sovereign for national pur- 

oses. Under this dual government each 
tate may pursue the policy best suited to its 
people and resources, though unlike that of 
another State. And yet there can be no vio- 
lent confliets so long as the central govern- 
ment preserves peace among them, secures 
them against fore invasion and internal 
violence, and extends to the citizens of each 
State protection in the others. 

The Justice then reviewed the history of 
the constitution and the Supreme Court, and 
coming dewa to the nt needs of that 
body, sald: And now, with its history in the 
century past, what is needed, that the Su- 
preme Court of the United States should sus- 
tain its character and be as useful In the con- 
tury to.come? Lanswer aa a matter of the 
first consideration, that it should not be 
overborne with work, and by that I mean it 
should have some relief from the immense 
burden now cast upon it. bis can onl 
be done by islative action 
in determining what measures shall be 
adopéed for that pu ress will un- 
doubtedly receive with favor suggestions from 
the bar associations of the 8 The 
justices already do all in ewer. or each 
ene examines every case an his in- 
dividual judgment upon it.

The proceedings begun against the com- 
pany by the Insurance Department to compe! 
a settlement have been postponed until March 
Satthe request of the company, in order to 
give them an opportunity to reorganize on a 
basie which will be acceptable 25 
the Insurance Department. The audacity of 
this proposition will be appreciated when the 
past perfidy is shown. The prime movers in 
the scheme for reorganization are the Pres- 
ident of. the company, ex-Governor 
Thomas T. Crittenden, and Mr. Press 
Roberts, & stockholder. Ex-Gov. 
Crittenden, by his present activity 
in rean!imating the rotten corporatian is rap- 
idly dissipating the .opinion that he was 
merely a figurehead in its former operations. 
The scheme far reorganization is, as will be 
readily seen, à confession of the false repre- 
sentations originally made to secure a license. 
It is acknowledged now that all the 
capital stock which the company has that 
is worth anything is $55,000 in securities 
ana $5,000 in accounts.

The voucher of November 18 recites that 
the suit is compromised, and the amount 
specified initand inthe succeeding voucher 
are in full settlement of Sharp & Broadhead’s 
claim against the city under the contract. 
Case No. 16,419, mentioned in the contract, 
Was taken tothe Supreme Court, and there 
decided last Monday against the city, and 
Col. Broadhead was one of the leading coun- 
sel before the court on behalf of the St. Louis 
Gas-Light Co. 

The testimony given by ex-Mayor Brown 
upon the trial of the case, March 27, 1876, in 
the Cireult Court, was to the effect that he 
had refused to dismiss case No. 16,419 after 
the compromise of 1873, on the advice of Mr. 
Sharp. as the gas companies had not lived up 
totheir part of the agreement of 1873, by 
procuring a tlegisiative act authorizing 
them to make the relinguishment called 
for in the contract. The legislative 
act which Mr. Sharp stated was necessary to 
effectuate the compromise of 1873 had never 
been secured, and Sharp & Broadhead’s on- 
tract with the city was not ended by the com- 

mise, because in the opinion of Mr. Sharp 
he gas companies did not carry out the con- 
tract. Sharp & Broadhead were employed by 
the city, not only in the Oircult Court but in 
the Supreme Court, and it remains for Col. 
Broadhead to explain how inthe face of the 
contract he could ac cept an employment with 
the gas company. LEVERETT BELL. 

Col. Broadhead again denied the charge 
made against him, saying he had been dis- 
charged, and thatthe suit had been entirely 
changed; only thestyle and number of it were 
the same.

A Civil Service Examination Conducted in 
the Custom- House To- Day. 


Eighty-five men were examined by the local 
Board of Civil Service Examiners for posi- 
tions in the classified postal service this morn- 
ing. The examination was conducted in the 
United States Circuit Court room in 
the Custom- house. Tables had been 
obtained from the Court chambers 


and clerks’ offices. They were ranged in 
three rows across the court room from north 
to south. The ambition of the applicants 
was to be added to the carrier forceof the 
local post-office. They had made foi mai 
application to be examined and had received 
slips of yellow paper on which was printed 
he Information that tha examination would 

e held this morning. 

As the applicants presented themselves at the 
door of the Court room T. P. Culkin, Super- 
intendent of the Registry division in the Post- 
office, collected the yellow slips and admitted 
the men. They were directed to find seats at 
the tables, and when all were seated the ex- 
amination begun. 

The local board of examiners consisted of 
T. P. Culkin, C. C. Andersop, Superintendent 
of the Post-office Money Order division, and 
F. J. Ruth, assistant Superintendent Malling 
division. These were assisted by details of 
clerks from the three divisions of the Post- 
office. 

The Ar were nearly all young men 
between 20 and 28 years old, but there were 
several who had passed 30. Of the eighty-five 
but three were colored. All looked bright 
and interested. They worked intelligently, 
and many of the papers showed the appli- 
cants to be perfectly well prepared. Mr. Cul- 
kin mounted achair when ail was ready and 
gave a short talk onthe examination. Papers 
were then distributed for examination 
in geograph, spelling, abbreviation, simple 
arithmetic, writingifrom dictation etc. ut 
one paper was given outatatime. Mr. Oul- 
kin would announce the bourand minute of 
beginning work on this paper. This would be 
written in a blank space prepared for it on the 
upper left hand cornerof the paper. He 
would then ask the questions, and 
finisbing announce the time of cics- 
ing on that paper. The questions were 
simple enough, though the abreviations 
floored the majority of candidates. They-were 
required to read hand-written addresses from 
cards, bad, good and indifferent writing:.

lias started, and, from present indications,

The month of January too was avery un- 
usualmonth. This is what Chief Signal Officer 
A. W. Greely says of it in the monthly bulletin 
sent out from Washington: 


„The month of January has been much 
warmer than usual over the greater portion 
of the country east of the Rocky Mountains, 
although the excess of temperature in the 
central valleys is somewhat less than it was 
during December, 1889. The greatest depart- 
ures from the normal temperature occurred 
in the middle Atlantic States and the Lower 
— 7 — where the monthly mean 
ranged from 10 deg. to 13 deg. above the nor- 
mal, and this excess in temperature was 
greater than that of the previous month in 
this section. In the Ohio and Central Missis- 
Sippi Valleys, and generally through- 
out the Southern States, it “was 
from 10 deg. to 12 deg. warmer than usual, 
while in the Upper Mississippi Valley 
and Southern New England the mean temper- 
ature of the month ranged from 5 deg. to 8 
deg. above normal. The month was colder 
than usual from Dakota ana Colorado west- 
ward to the Pacicfic coast, the greatest de- 
parture from the normal occurring ip North- 
ern Montana, where the mean temperature 
for the month was 5 deg. to 12 deg. lower than 
usual. The average temperature for the 
month at Boston was 82 deg., which was 7 deg. 
above the normal; New York 40 deg., 10 deg. 
above; Washington 44 deg., 12 deg. above; 
Cleveland 37 deg., 18 deg. above; Chicago 81 
Geg., d deg. above; St. Paul 10 deg., 2 
deg. above; St. Louis 39 deg., 10 deg. above. 
In northern New England the temperature 
of the month was about normal, while in 
Dakota and northern Colorado, aithough 
slightly colder than usual, the mean tempera- 
ture of the month was generally lese than 
three degrees below the normal. The month 
was noticeable for the small number of cold 
waves occurring; only three of general ex- 
tent having boen observed, the most decided 
of which occurred from the l5thto the th, 
and was attended by freezitig weather as far 
south as the Gulf coast and southern Georgia. 
While light frost probably occurred in 
northern Florida, the minimum temperature 
of the month at Jacksonville was, 
on the morning of the 17th, 40 degs. Well- 
marked cold waves of less intensity occurred 


from the lith to the l4th, and 2th to 22d, 


while cold waves of less extent and severity 
occurred on the Ist, Sth, 2th, 29th and 80th. 
The lowest temperature observed during the 
month in the United States was 88 degs. at 
emg Vincent, Minn., on the morning of the 
th.”

OCEAN PERILS. 


Rough Voyage of the Steamer City of Wash- 


ington on the Atlantic. 


By Telegraph to the POsST-DIsPraton. 

Harrpax, Feb. 4.—The steamer Washington 
City, from Hamburg for Philadelphia, which 
put in here Sunday short of coal, had a thril- 
ling experience on ‘her passage. She sailed 
from Hamburg January 5, and from Portland, 
England, January 2. She encountered heavy 
gales up to January 17. At 10 o’clock that 
night the gale bad increased, and at 2 8. m. it 
blew with fearful violence, accompanied by 
snow. Ataboutll o’clock a tremendous sea 
Came aboard onthe port side, lifting Chief 
Officer Segelow, who was standing near the 
engine-room, off his feet, and carried 
him overboard. He gave himself up as lost, 


but another sea threw him back on deck. He 


was dashed against an fron rail and his ros 
were badly injured. He alsoreceived serious 
internal Injuries which may yet result seri- 


ously. He was unable to leave his cabin for 


eleven days and is now barely able to walk 


about. Atnoon on January 19 the hurricane 
moderated to a heavy gale, but with a heavy 


sea, the ship going clean under water and the 
deck being cleare 

of the wind and the furious dashing of the 
sea at this time were frightful. The cabin 
doors were stove in, stoke 


hold and eng ine were 


flooded and the fires ex- 
tinguished. The vessel was then lying in the 
trough of the sea and rolling dreadfully, She 
remained in this dangerous position for over 
twenty-four hours when der head was again 
brought to the sea. On January 25, in lat. 47, 
45 N.; long 48; 45 W., heavy ice was run into 
and the steamer bad to be turned. She re- 


mained in the ice all that night And next it 


became much heavier and the vessel had to go 


slow through it. When daylight came nothing 


but ice was to be seen, the glistening mass ex- 
tending on all sides. A tremendous iceberg 
was ip sight about nine miles away. It ap- 
peared to be 800 feet high and a quarter ofa 
mile long. There was a heavyswell on at 
this time and large cakes of _ ice 
were surging about the steamer’s 

in a dangerous and threatening manner 
and threatening to crush her. On January 17 
there was less wind and a more moderate sea, 
but nothing could be seen on all sides but ice 
and icebergs. The vessel continued almost 
unterruptedly steaming slowly through it, 
only occasionally being stopped by it. Sev- 
eralof the bow plates were started and the 
ship began to take water. On the morning of 
January 20 the wind increased with thick 
snow,and by 10 o'clock the gale was at its 


beight with a tremendous sea which swept 


over the deck, several of the crew being 

knocked down and badiv injured. It is 

thought the cargo is badly damaged. Oil was 

used for twenty-four hours during the hurri- 

cane, but the wind was so strong it had no 
oct.

REDUCED COTTON RECEIPTS, 


Karly Frosts the Cause—St. Louis Holding

The factors and buyers at the Cotton Ex- 
change are just now showing a great deal of 
interest in the receipts and stocks of cotton on 
hand. St. Louis is just now about 25,000 bales 
short of the receipts of last year, while the 
stock on hand is over 76,000 bales, and buta 
couple of hundred bales below the stock of 
last year. The cause of the falling off in re- 
ceipts has been brought Into question in some 
sources, but the Cotton Exchange has now 
fully ascertained it to have been an early 
frost followed by rain.

THE SUTTER LIGHTING CONTRACTS BEING 
AL TERED BY THE CITY COUNCIL. 


An Extension of Time for Ninety Days and s 
Release From Penalties Amounting to 
$90,000—Many Things to Be Explained— 
The City ils Paying the Gas Bills While 
the Electric Lights Are Delayed. . 


The electric light business has set the Board 
of Public Improvements guessing again and 


all of the members are entirely at sea as to 


what the outcome of the accumulsting 6om- 
plications will be. Several matters in con- 
nection with the Sutter contracts turned up 
this morning which have not, as far 
as could de learned, been satisfac- 
torily explained. One was that the Board 
of Public Improvements discovered that 
the company doing the work under the Sutter 
contracts was substituting inferior iamps in 
place of those they promised to furnish and 
which the board had examined and tested. 
Supervisor Matlack was fnstructed by the 
board to write to Charles Sutter about the 
matter and ask for an explanation ofthe rea- 
son forthe change. Mr. Sutter wrote back 
that he did not just then have time 
to tell about the change, dut hoped 
that he would be given a hearing. Another 
thing that at least looks queer is the ordi- 
nance reported by the Committee on Public 
Improvements, of which Mr. Vogel is Oha ir- 
man. This erdinance is to extend the time 
within which the work must be completed 
and the lights turned on. It was reported & 
week ago with amendments, and ordered 
printed. As it stands now it reads as fol- 


lows: 
THE ORDINANCE. 

The time within which Charles Sutter shall 
commence lighting the streets, parks and 
public buildings of the city of St. Louis by 
electricity is hereby extended for ninety (90) 
days, so that under the contfacts made . 
tween him and the city of St. Louis, all 
of the electric lighting agreed to 
be furnished under said contracts 
shall be supplied (by the first day of April, 
1890) from said time instead of tne first. day of 
January, 1890, as provided in said contracts. 

, however, that this ordinance shall be null 
and void and of no effect ,uniess within 10 days a 
its approval by the Mayor it shall be accepted by 
said contractor and his sureties, or the successor of 
said parties, in writing, to be approved by the City 
Counselor and filed with the City Register. 

Sec. 2. Nothing in this ordinance shall be 
taken or construed into altering, changing, 
moditying or in any way abrogating said con- 
tracts or either of them or ghe ordinances af. 
fecting the same, except in so far as to extend 
the time for the completion of the work and 
the commencing of the lighting as specified in 
section one of this ordinance. 

This looks as it now stands just a littie 
queer. Section 2 says that nothing in the or- 
dinance shall be construed into altering, 
changing, modifying or in any way 
abrogating said contracts, etc. 

Sec. 8 of the contract, which provides 
the penalties to be paid in the event o failure, 
is so constructed that changing the date will 
relieve the company of the payment of the 
penalties provided by it. 

This section of the contract says plainiy: 
„The said party of the first part further 
agrees that the preparations for carrying out 
this contract shall be commenced within fif- 
teen days after the approval of the ordinance 
confirming this contract, and carried on regu- 
larly with such force and in such manner as to 
secure the lighting of the —— district, as 
herein specified and designated, on and con- 
tinuously after the Ist day of January, 1890, 
andthe said party of the first part further 
agrees that if the lighting embraced in this 
contract and specifications is not commenced 
so far as the electric lighting is to replace the 
vresent lighting of streets and public places 
with gas and gasoline on 

JANUARY 1. 1890, 

as above stipulated and agreed, then the said 
party ofthe first part shall payto the said 
party of the second part, as ascer- 
tained and liquidated damages, 

sum of $500 per ay for each and 
every day thereafter that said lighting is not 
performed.’’ The rest of the section is a pro- 
vision that the section shall not apply if. the 
delay is caused by the city, and that the board 
may grant any extension of time it may deem 
reasonable. It is certain that the 1 of 
the date for the completion of the work will 
postpone the enforcement of this particular 
clause for ninety days and the city will be left 
in the bole for the gas bills it is now piling up 
at the rate of $650 a day. 


The contract specified that the board shall | 


extend the time if it deems such action rea- 
sonable. The board has not been consulted 
andthe Assembly has teken matters in its 
own bands and altered the contract to suit 
itself, disregarding the board entirely. Col. 
Flad said he had never been consulted as to 
the extension of time and had nothing to do 
with it. The situation as sized up bya city of 
official who has watched the case very care- 
fully because of bis connection with the finan- 
cial department of tne city, is about as fol- 
lows: 

„The lighting company is relieved of its 
penalties of $500 a day for two districts. The 
city is paying gas bills of $650 a day, which 
money should come out of the penalties pro- 
vided for that purpose, but to 
enable the Electric Light Co. to 
save money and to prepare 
its plant for the commercial and private busi- 
ness it expects to get, the Assembly changes 
the contracts to suit the company and lets the 
city pay the gas bills, which are greater t 
the electric Hehe bills would have been for th 
same time. The bad precedent of releasing 
contractots from their obligations at their 
pleasure is also established, besides the ex- 
pense that is being put upon the city. 

It now remains to be seen what the action of 
the Council) will be on this ordinance to-night.

A NURSERYMAN STATES THE OBJECTIONS 
TO THE FOREST PARK NUBSERY.- 
* — 

They Are Not After Commissioner Klemm 
Bot Another Man—Trees Haye Been 
Given Away, It Is Charged, To Be 
Planted on Private Froperty— Will Fight 
to the Bitter End—The Quarantine Road 
— Municipal Matters. 


The nurserymen are anxious to have an om - 
ela) hearing of their objections to the Forest 
Park nursery plan as it is being carried out. 
Speaking of the sentiments of the Mayor and 
Park UOommissioner, as expressed in the 
Post-Disrpatou, Mr. Careen Sanders, an old 
nurseryman, presents his views about as fol- 
lows:

BOUGHT BY A SYNDICATE 


TRANSFER OF THE PHILADELPHIA & 
READING RAILWAY. 


American Millionaires, Backed by European 
Banking Houses, Purchase a Controlling 
Interest—Oorbin Will Retire Frem the 
Management—Names of Some of the Men 
In the Deal—Rallread News. 


By Telegraph to the Post-Dreratron. 

EW YORK, Feb.4.—

inside authorities

Philadelphia and New York millionaires, 
supported by two great European banking 
houses, have bought and now hold ever 400,- 
000 shares of Reading’s capital stock, more 
than a majority. The purchasers are inde- 
pendent of the factions so long wrangling 
overthe control of the property. They are 
not believers, however, in the policy of Austin 
Corbin, Reading’s president, and for what 
they aver is the company’s welfare they have 
prepared to begin proceedings at ones to try 
to oust him and his crowd from power. In 
this new syndicate are Postmaster-General 
Wanamaker, Thomas Dolan, the millionaire 
manufacturer; President Fitler of the First 
National Bank of Philadelphia; J. Worden, 
the Standard Oil man, and the Eikins-Widener 
crowd of capitaliste led by W. W. Gibbs. 
The fact that the latter interest has become in 
some way identified with Reading has been 
understood and gossiped about for some time, 
and it was on this account that the stories 
were lately started to the effect that the 
Poughkeépsie Bridge Co. had bought enough 
stock to control the great railway in 
the interest of the comparatively inconse- 
quential bridge company—the Eilkins-Widener- 
Gibbs contingent being in control of the 
bridge company. 80 clearly were reports of 
this sort a matter of having the tail wag the 
dog that all rumors of any change whatever 
in Reading’s ownership were discredited. But 
the basis of truth was there nevertheless. 

The Elkins-Widener syndicate, while by no 
means controlling the new combination, has 
for all that an important interest in it. Other

MISSOURI BOTANIOAL GARDEN, 


First Annual Report of the Director, Prof. 
William Trelease. 


The first annual report of William Trelease, 
Director of the Missouri Botanical Garden, 
has just been published. It speaks of the 
condition of the garden, what has been done, 
and what still yet remains of necessary work, 
but itis principally devoted tothe subject of 
the garden pupille who are to be appointed, 
and begin their labors in April. There are to 


be six scolarships and the pupiis 
are to 0 8 six years of prac- 
tical wor © garden. The object 


is not to give them a scientific training in 
— 5 but to make them practical gardeners, 
capable of taking charge of estates of moder: 
ate size. The puplis are to be appointed, 
unless there are too many applicants, and in 
that event competitive examinations will be 
required. All pupils will be required to have 
such an education as can be obtained from the 
upper classes of the grammar school. They 
will be lodged free and will have the benefit 
of free tuition in the School of Botany. They 
will receive $200 first year, $250 second year, 
and $300 each year thereafter. They will be 
under the direction of the head gard- 
ener and will de required to do 
practical garden work, such as the 
other employes do. In addition to tbis 
they will be taught all of surveying, botany 
book-keeping and the legal form of leases an 
deeds that will be required by a practical 
gardener. When they have closed their course 
ofsix years they will be given certificates 
signed by the Director ofthe Garden and 
Chairman of the Garden Committee. 

Prof. Treilease also makes a report, show- 
ing that the laboratory of the School of Bot- 
any, though not yet very iarge, is in good 
condition. The herbarium of the school, now 
being formed, contains 14,000 sheets of spe- 
cimens, and will include as complete a ool- 
lection of the wild and cultivated plants about 
St. Louis as can be formed. 

Prof. Trélease gives the following areas of 
the various parts of the garden: Garden prop- 
er, 9.4 acres; arboretum, 20.5 acres; fruticet- 
um, 8 acrés; old or etabie garden, 3.8 
acres; grove, 6 acres; la 3.7 acres; total, 
44.7 acres.
